Nor is this faid to clofe your Eyes, but open thes 
not to have you- blind to the Miltakes of the Minifj 
or hood-wink’d and in the dark, as to the Defign 
the Miniftry; no, no, I would have you look e 
where, and be watchful on every fide ; if the Mil 
{try or'any other, really attempt fetting up the Pt 
tender, let them be dete&ted, and may they beg 
vented. : 
But having laid this down fo plain, it remai 
then to enquire, What is the real Danger we aré 
as tothe Pretender, and from whence the Mifchie 
to be look’d for ? 
L’ll be very plain with you, that I think you
